We commence 
the initial period immediately-, 
and the paramount need is to get 
things moving as rapidly as pos¬ 
sible in the proper direction. 

Our own expenditure on de¬ 
fence and preparation will 
furnish an important stimulus to 
the expansion of economic ac¬ 
tivity. There will be two addi¬ 
tional sources of stimulus, first, 
the orders which we expect some 
of our allies to place in Canada 
for essential foodstuffs, raw ma¬ 
terials and munitions; and, sec¬ 
ondly. the private capital expen¬ 
ditures which will probably be 
necessary in order to place our 
industry on an adequate footing 
to meet war requirements. 

These expenditures will prob¬ 
ably soon be laYgfc enough to 
bring a rapid expansion of em¬ 
ployment and incomes. Out of 
these enlarged incomes the pub¬ 
lic will be able to contribute more 
tax revenues and more savirrgS. 

During the next few months,, 
while we are starting the process 
of getting all our available re¬ 
sources into useful employment, 
the expansion in tax revenues 
from either existing or .new 
sources may not provide fbr any 
very important • part of our in¬ 
creased expenditures. 

We shall have to do some bor 
rowing, but the initial operation 
will probably be of a very short¬ 
term character, and be designed 
-to^projnq.t_e the immediate expan¬ 
sion of productive activity.

"Whereas the present Euro¬ 
pean war involves also His Ma¬ 
jesty’s government and intim¬ 
ately affects^our Dominion and 
local life, and 

"Whereas Trinity Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Duncan, 
B.C., is organized and working 
as a German and English speak¬ 
ing congregation and fo*- that 
reason may fall under suspicion 
of being a disloyal or even dan¬ 
gerous organization, 

"Whereas such suspicion would 
be both unjust and a hindrance 
to effective church work, while 
an understanding of our position 
is in the best interests of the Con¬ 
gregation and community and 
may lend to local peace and hai> 
mony in troublous times, 

'"Therefore, Trinity Evangel¬ 
ical Lutheran Church adopts the 
following statement and requests 
the publication of the same: 

"The members of Trinity Evan¬ 
gelical Lutheran Church are 
humbly and sincerely grateful to 
our government for the freedom 
to worship according to the dic¬ 
tates of our conscience and in the 
languages required and desired. 

"We believe and teach that, 
according to the Holy Scriptures, 
which are our only source and 
form of faith and life, and accord¬ 
ing to the Lutheran Confessions, 
drawn from the Scriptures, the 
sphere of the church is spiritual 
and that of the government poli¬ 
tical and material. Christ our 
Lord has commanded strict sep¬ 
aration of church and state; 
therefore, also this congregation 
will not presume to speak in any 
political or governmental issue 
and *ny#nember so doing is not 
representing the church but 
speaking as a private individual. 
We as a congregation are not re¬ 
sponsible for the political views 
of any individuals of the com¬ 
munity. We sponsor no political 
clubs or movements, domestic or 
foreign. 

"We believe and teach: 'Let 
every soul be subject unto the 
higher powers. For there is no 
power but of God; the powers 
that be are ordained 'of God,' 
-Romans 13:1. We believe and 
teach: ’Fear God. Honor the 
King.’ I Peter 2:17. Accordingly, 
we respect and honor our govern¬ 
ment as the representative of 
God in its divinely instituted 
sphere of activity. 

"Therefore, by virtue of our 
faith, of our Citizenship, and of 
our residence in Canada, we will 
remain loyal to our King and 
country.” ,

ICEVENITS HIGHER 

You will recall that in April 
last the then Minister of Finance 
forecast total revenues of 5490,- 
000,000 for the present fiscal year. 

While, during the first five 
months of the year the receipts 
from certain taxes, particularly 
Income tax, were possibly lower 
than he had anticipated, I now 
expect that our present tax struc¬ 
ture, without any revision, will 
probably produce a higher rev¬ 
enue for the year as a whole 
than he had estimated, because 
of the expansion of production 
and incomes which should result 
within a relatively short time 
from our own expenditures on 
war activity and the probable 
placing of substantial war orders 
in this country by one or more 
allied governments. 

For our present purposes it Is 
now estimated that, if there were 
no changes in our tax structure, 

I our total revenues for the year 
would be about 5495,000.000. 

On the side of expenditure it Is 
far more difficult to forecast the 
final result of the year’s opera¬ 
tions. In the budget of last April 
the probable total expenditure 
for the year was estimated at 
5550,100,000. exclusive of any 
further losses in respect of wheat 
and exclusive of certain defence 
expenditures which are being 
capitalized under the special sink¬ 
ing fund plan. 

WHEAT OUTLOOK BETTER 

For many obvious reasons it 
is still not feasible or advisable 
to make any estimate of the 
probable financial results of the 
wheat marketing program. Al¬ 
though it will be clear to every¬ 
one that the substantial change 
which has taken place in wheat 
prices will, to say the least, 
greatly ease the burden that 
might otherwise have had to be 
borne by the national treasury. 

Including the $100,000,000 
which we have asked Parliament 
to appropriate in order to meet 
the special expenditures neces- J 
sitated by the existing state of 
war, it is now estimated ’’that 
our total expenditures for the 
year will aggregate approxi¬ 
mately $651,000,000. not includ¬ 
ing the two items of capitalized 
defence expenditures and any 
further losses in the marketing 
of wheat. If we deduct from this 
sum the estimate I have given 
of $495,000,000 for our total 
revenues for the year, we ar¬ 
rive at an anticipated deficit of 
$156,000,000, exclusive of the two 
items just mentioned. 

First of all let mo emphasize 
that however we finance the 
cost of the war. whether by taxa 
tion or by borrowing or by in¬ 
flation, we cannot escape its 
real costs. 

WORK FOR UNEMPLOYED 

To destroy the menace of Hit¬ 
lerism,

"While I think the endorsed 
suggestions excellent and I am 
sure Nanaimo would be in favor 
of the mobilization of the re¬ 
sources of the Dominion with the 
Idea of obtaining a working plan 
for the abolition of unemploy¬ 
ment. At the same time, in view 
of the war in Europe, the mobili¬ 
zation should take on as its prim¬ 
ary objective the assisting of Bri¬ 
tain and the Empire from an in¬ 
dustrial and economic standpoint 
as well as from what may be 
characterized as a strictly mili¬ 
tary effort,” the mayor said. 

Mayor Harrison said that the 
burden would be equalized as 
nearly as possible with industry 
carrying its proportionate share. 
He had intended to refer the 
matter to the convention. 

"I am of the opinion, that the 
union should have held the meet¬ 
ing to consider this other impor¬ 
tant matter, and I would recom¬ 
mend that a suggestion be sent 
to the union to this effect,” the 
mayor concluded.

(The Bug River flows from 
east to west, joining the Narew at 
a point 20 miles due north of 
Warsaw.) 

The radio station at Lwow 
(Lemberg),-capital of the Polish 
Ukraine, reported volunteers 
were digging trenches and air 
raid shelters and preparing -to de¬ 
fend the city with the intention 
of carrying on until the last, and 
had nb idea of withdrawing.

Because of 
increased pay and allowances pro¬ 
vided for Canadian soldiers and 
their dependents in the present 
war as compared with the first 
Great War, demands to Ik made 
upon the Canadian Patriotic Fund 
a^^iot expected to be as heavy 
as they would be otherwise, Hon. 
C. G. Power, Pensions Minister, 
told the Commons last night. 

The bill to incorporate, the 
Canadian Patriotic Fund, reviving 
the corporation which functioned 
from 1914 to 1937, was passed 
thrrmgh all stages of the Com¬ 
mons. - 

Because the burden on the fund 
would probably- .be lighter than 
under the old scale of pay and 
allowances, the minister amended 
the hill to remove a clause mak¬ 
ing it mandatory that the corpor¬ 
ation start collections immedi¬ 
ately. 

- The amendment also instructed 
the incorporators to co-ordinate 
efforts of other charitable organi¬ 
zations in Canada. 

_Mr. Powei*’ said there was 

nothing compulsory in the meas¬ 
ure. Every dollar of the $48,000,- 
000 collected by the corporation 
Jn-the first Great War was volun 
tarily subscribed. 

Hon. C. H. Cahan, Conservative, 
Montreal-St. Lawrcnce-St. George, 
asked if contributions to th e fund 
would be exempt from Income 
tax. Major Power said that was a 
question for the Finance Minister 
to answer, but he believed they 
w-ould be exempt. 


DUNDEE, Scotland — Adolph 
Hitler’s particular pride and joy, 
the German Youth Movement, 
was charged with failure to 
achieve its objective qt the meet¬ 
ing by Dr. David Burns of King’s 
College, Newcastle, England, in 
the address he prepared as presF 
dent of the section on physiology 
of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

"What of the so-called general 
training of the 'keep fit’ type?” 
Dr. Burns ask. "Does this form 
of exercise kee^ hand and eye, 
musicle and brain in trim, ready 
for anything? 

"Physical training of this type 
has been common on the Conti¬ 
nent for many years, and has 
probably been practiced-more ex¬ 
tensively in Germany, especially 
In HitleFs time, than in any ofher 
country. The ‘Hitler-Jugend' is a 
movement designed to keep 
young Germany physically fif for 
its future duties to the state." 

Yet despite this acute goal- 
consciousness, enthusiastic ac¬ 
ceptance by German youth, and 
the personal exhortations of the 
Fuhrer, the movement somehow 
has missed fire, Dr. Burns asserts. 
"There is no doubt whatever that 
the Hitler-Jugend. like our own 
Boy Scout Movement which it 
superficially resembles. has 
caught the imagination of Ger- 
mari"ybuffi7 and it undoubtedly 
gives a smart appearance to its 
members, but, cither because it 
is taken too seriously or because 
of some lack of nutrition, endur¬ 
ance fails. Boys who seem phy¬ 
sically alert in October look ex¬ 
hausted in December. 

"The lesson to be drawn Is that 
physical training *per se had been 
overdone, and that the responsi¬ 
bility of the future of the Father- 
land, and consequently of eviliza- 
tion itself, lies heavily on bodies, 
minds and souls too immature to- 
boar the strain.. Recent athletic 
events where German schoolboys 
- the picture of health, beauti¬ 
fully poised and symmetrically 
developed—were pitted against 
lean, almost ungainly British 
boys, showed the complete superi¬ 
ority of the latter. 

"Generations of body culture 
have not apparently reduced the 
percentage of rejections as unfit 
for the German army." 

Exercise in more moderation, 
with less strain and tendency to 
overdo, are recommended by Dr. 
Burns as more likely to keep one 
really fit. He praises the contri¬ 
bution toward general national 
health made by the CCC In the 
United States. 


OTTAWA TCP)—Canada may 
soon appoint hij»h commissioners 
in Australia, New Zealand and 
the other Dominions, Prime Min¬ 
ister Mackenzie .King told the 
House of Commons last night. 
Provision for the appointments 
may come out of the $100,000,000 
war appropriation now before the 
House. 

"Since" the outbreak of war 
there is more necessity than ever 
for rapid communication between 
the Dominions," said Mr. King, 
"and effective cooperation would 
be furthered if we had high com¬ 
missioners in the other Domin¬ 
ions as well as in London. 

"We have indicated to Austra¬ 
lia and New Zealand we woy^d 
welcome an exchange' of - hl^h 
commissioners and they have Inti¬ 
mated they would cordially re¬ 
ceive high commissioners from 
Canada." 

Mr. King recalled Canada was 
the first Dominion to appoint a 
high commissioner in Great Bri¬ 
tain and the British govrnment 
had since sent high commis¬ 
sioners to Canada and the other 
Dominions. 

For- the last few yea.Ks South 
Africa l ad an accredi t'd repre¬ 
sentative in Canada and recently 
Eire had sent a high commis¬ 
sioner here. /

OTTAWA-Canada’s war Par¬ 
liament pushed ahead strenuously 
today in its effort to gird the 
country for the conflict with 
new sources of revenue and new 
administrative offices, after giv¬ 
ing its approval to the spending 
of $700,000,000 in the Dominion’s 
initial war effort.’ 

The war-time budget was 
brought down in ^the Com¬ 
mons this afternoon, show¬ 
ing how the government proposes 
to raise money for the war chest. 
A bill providing for a new Minis¬ 
try of Supply and Munitions is to 
be introduced. 

Both the Hotise of Commons 
and the Senate passed through 
all stages yesterday the War Ap¬ 
propriation Act, authorizing the 
$100,000,000 expenditure by order 
In-council. Only the formality of 
Royal assent is necessary for the 
act to become law. 

But before it was passed M in 
the Commons, spirited opposition 
was expressed by 10 Quebec 
Liberals and six Co-operative 
Commonwealth Federation mem¬ 
bers to any war activities outside 
Canada^ 

Soclal Credit members also op¬ 
posed the idea of borrowing to 
meet war costs and urged instead 
the issue of money by the Bank 
of Canada. 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
introduced a sobering note when 
members presented a series of 
amendments to prohibit extend¬ 
ing the war effort outside Canada. 

THOUSANDS DYING 

While "hundreds of thousands" 
were dying in a rapidly extending 
theatre of war, he demanded the 
government be empowered not 
only to act effectively in co-opera¬ 
tion with the British and French, 
but to act "expeditiously." 

If there were to be any more 
amendments he urged they be 
| voted upon at once. * 

The Prime Minister outlined 
the legislative program yesterday 
and announced one measure 
would have to do with a Depart¬ 
ment of Munitions and Supplies. 

The House put through the 
.Canadian Patriotic Fund Bill, 
which revives a corporation 
along the lines of that which 
collected by voluntary contribu¬ 
tion some $48,000,000 to aid the 
needy dependents of soldiers in 
the last war. 

A bill to amend the Combines 
Investigation Act was held Up 
in second reading when it was 
suggested the same objectives 
coul.d be achieved by action 
under the War Measures Act. 

AMENDMENT VOTED OUT 

Maxime Raymond, Liberal, 
Beauharnois - LaPrairie, w h o 
started the Quebec Liberal op¬ 
position to participation in the 
war beyond defending Canada in 
a speech delivered Saturday, 
moved an amendment to the War 
Appropriation Act amendment 
yesterday, restricting expendi¬ 
tures to war costs in Canada 
only. 

This was ruled put of order 
and the House went into commit¬ 
tee on the bill itself. Grant Mac- 
Neil, C.C.F., Vancouver North, 
moved an amendment which 
would have the same effect. 

When it seemed this amend¬ 
ment would be debated at length, 
Mr. Mackenzie King made his 
appeal for speedy action. 

Hon. H. H. Stevens, Conserva¬ 
tive, Kootenay East, urged the 
government to make use of the 
gold production in Canada to 
build up gold reserves and thus 
utilize to the maximum the 
natural credit of Canada. 

J. S. Woodsworth, C.C.F. 
leader, said there were provisions 
in the appropriation bill which 
were In conflict with his party’s 
pQlicics but he would not delay 
proceedings to discuss them. 

The $100,000,000 being voted 
would be no more than "pin 
money," said A. H. -Mitchell, 
Social Credit, Medicine Hat^ re¬ 
iterating the Social Credit de¬ 
mand for conscription of wealth 
and manpower. 

Howard Green, Conservative, 
Vancouver South, asked the gov¬ 
ernment to make up its mind at

All companies with a share 
register are required to provide 
the custodian L \vith full particulars 
of shares or debentures or other 
obligations of the company held 
by or for the benefit of an enemy. 
Individuals in Canada to whom 
oebts are owing by an enemy 
must notify the custodian to as¬ 
sure the debt not being forever 
extinguished. # : 

Among other duties, the custo¬ 
dian is to record claims against 
enemy governments in respect of 
public securities of those govern¬ 
ments held by claimants. 

Where enemy interest in a prop¬ 
erty is in dispute, the claimant 
must obtain consent of the custo¬ 
dian before taking the question 
before the Exchequer Court of 
Canada. The custoflfan cannot be 
compelled to give that consent.

OTTAWA (CP)—With Canada 
launched Into the war upon the 
almost-unanimous approval of all 
political parties, speculation was 
revived in Ottawa today on the 
possibilities of an enlarged, gov- 
ernent. Some such ministries 
as supply and national service 
might be created. 

In view of the apparent will¬ 
ingness of leading members of all 
parties to forego politics while 
Canada is engaged in war, and 
the fact the present Parliament 
has only a year to run before a 
general election, there have been 
suggestions a union government 
might % be formed. The Prime 
Minister has given no indication 
yet he is considering such a step. 

Among those most frequently 
mentioned as possible men cabi¬ 
net ministers if a union govern¬ 
ment should be formed are: Hon. 
Dr. R. J. Manion, Conservative 
leader, former Minister of Rail¬ 
ways and Canals and a war-vet¬ 
eran; H. H. Stevens, Conserva¬ 
tive member for Kootenay East, 
one-time Minister of Trade and 
Commerce and a member of the 
war Parliament of 1914, and M. 
J. Coldwell (C.C.F., Rosetown- 
Biggar). 

Mr. Coldwell is now spokesman 
for the party in the House since 
the veteran leader of the group, 
J. S. Woodsworth, Winnipeg 
North Centre, went forther than 
his associates would follow him in 
his speech Friday night denounc¬ 
ing any participation in war ,by 
Canada. 

It would also be expected a lead¬ 
ing member of the Social Credit 
group w-ould be chosen in some 
capacity in the event of a coali¬ 
tion. 


KING'S THANKS 
TO INDIA 


SIMLA. India (CP-Reuters) — 
The King Emperor, in a message 
th/inking the princes and people 
of India for their support, de¬ 
clared today that "Britain is not 
fighting for selfish ends, but for 
a principle which is vital Jo the. 
jiuiure-ol mankind.” 

His Majesty, whose

was read to a joint session of the 
-legislature by the Viceroy, the 
Marquess of Linlithgow, defined 
that principle as follows: 

"That relations between civil¬

This will be a new departure 
in Canadian history. During the 
last w r ar there was the war pur¬ 
chasing commission and the Im¬ 
perial munitions board, but no 
separate ministry. There was 
alsd a committee of cabinet under 
Sir * George Foster, which dealt 
with Canadian munitions. 

The expectation here Is that 
the new ministry will take over 
the defence purchasing board 
now under the Minister of 'Fin¬ 
ance.

Neutrality Reaction 

A LTHOUGH THE WORLD IN GENERAL 
As g n ows how President Roosevelt feels 
about HitlerlSSr amf Tfs work?, IVbtv t-vel-v • 
thing the German Fuehrer has done in re¬ 
cent years offends the American conception 
of national and international behavior, the 
chief executive of the United States is bound 
by an Act of the Congress to prevent with 
all the legal .machinery at his command the 
sale of war materlajs to the Allies. He can¬ 
not permit them to buy the very commodities 
which they will have to use. in an ever-in- ( 
creasing volume If the world is to be rid of 
a system in direct conflict with everything 
so jealously guarded-by the citizens and gov¬ 
ernment of the republic. 

As sbon as Canada-entered the conflict 
It became the immediate duty of President 
Roosevelt to apply the provisions of the N'eu-1 
trality Act to this country. It requires little 
Imagination to realize how the chief'execu¬ 
tive felt about It: But he had-no alternative. 
And it must have been particularly galling 
to him to find himself obliged to take action 
of this kind against one of his country's best 
customers— a (friendly neighbor to whose as¬ 
sistance not very long ago-be said the United 
States would unhesitatingly eofne If'she were 
assaulted by any foreign nation from over 
the seas. We know also how the President 
and his administration appreciated the role 
Canada played in the negotiations which pro¬ 
duced important mutually-beneficial trade 
.treaties for this country, Groat Britain, and 
the United States^ 

What Congress will do about it remains 
to be seen. When it reached its decision to 
proscribe the "cash-and-carry" clause of the 
neutrality law the madman of Berlin was in¬ 
dulging it: nothing more serious than verbal 
threats. He is now waving the flaming torch 
over Europe, and the defenders of the democ¬ 
racy which they cherish, just as much as the 
United States cherishes it, are sending young 
men by the hundreds of thousands to try 
to put out the fire before it spreads farther 
and gets out of control. It is not for us to 
suggest that any action of the Congress at 
Washington will change the final decision: 
but it can be said without hesitation that If 
President Roosevelt could have his way, the 
99 per cent of the American people who hate 
Hitlerism as the devil hates holy water would 
give him and his government the power to 
put a little more elasticity into fhe~law. 

And It must appear strange to many 
Americans that while Canada cannot buy 
war materials from the United States, the 
United States can sell such commodities 
as its exporters can ship to such a neutral 
nation as Italy—an open ally of the Nazi 
Reich and, by all the rules of the axis agree¬ 
ment, willing to serve her cause in any way 
possible short of declaring ^ar on the Anglo- 
French-Polish alliance. She may even re¬ 
main out of the war picture to be of use to 
Germany as long as these import facilities 
are available. But, as the New York Times 
says editorially of the United States position 
today, "this may be many things, but it is not 
‘neutrality’.” 

The independent Washington Post, going 
further, pointedly says "Canada's war declar¬ 
ation should intensify the drive to repeal the 
Neutrality Act” because “we cannot be indif¬ 
ferent to Canada's fate:’’ In view of Mr. Roose¬ 
velt's assurance to this country—given at 
Kingston, Ontario, last year—"we thus stand 
committed to the defence of Canada's Inde¬ 
pendence, but at the same time we are de¬ 
nying her the supplies needed to prosecute 
a war she deems vital to her safety.” So 
is Congress being prepared for the fight of

WE LEARN 

O NE THING THE WAR demonstrated to 
everybody right at the start. That is 
our ignorance (if it required any demonstra¬ 
tion).-U-is-wonderful to see how wise every: 
body has become in the last,Tew weeks, and 
with what ease humble citizens have learned 
to hurl about the names of generfds, dic¬ 
tators, cities and various items of military 
equipment. 

Up to September 1 most Canadians didn’t 
know the map of Europe and a lot of them 
thought we could send an expeditionary 
force into Poland through Turkey or Greece, 
or Persia, Turkestan or Tibet, or some other 
convenient corridor. Most of us had no ac¬ 
curate idea of the Polish Corridor and sev¬ 
eral of my friends thought Silesia was a 
disease of the central nervous system. 

Now everybody knows all about the map 
of Poland, and eastern Europe. Everybody 
knows about the Maginot and Siegfried 
Lines and some people can even pronounce 
them. I tell you, it has been a wonderful 
lesson in geography. 

FIRST LOSS 

TN VANCOUVER the other day I came 
across one of the war’s first losses. Over 
there, you know, they have been trying to 
exterminate the natives' habit of killing 
people on the stvects, as the whites eventually 
stopped head hunting and cannibalism among 
the tribes of Africa and Australia, where the 
destruction was much less serious than in 
the traffic lanes of America. 

They had in Vancouver a "Hundred Death¬ 
less Days" campaign, but like the campaign 
in Poland, it was always bogging dQwjl.

The best anti-Nazi propaganda 
in the. United States is neither 
Jew nor Englishman, but a more 
or less naturalized Aryan German 
intimate of Adolf Hitler himself. 
His name is Fritz Kuhn, he is 
fuehrer of the German-American 
bund, and he has been fought no 
less angrily by leaders of the 
Steuben Society of America than 
by the B’Nal Brith. the Czechs, 
the British and the Poles. 

Mr. Kuhn, it should bo empha¬ 
sized in the interests of internal 
composure and tolerance, is a 
humiliation and a. plague to the 
decent, patriotic American of Ger¬ 
man birth or extraction. He has 
boon repudiated by experts, and 
he speaks only for himself and a 
small, ignorant alien minority arc 
for his own fuehrer. 

The purpose* of his bund is re 
vealed in quotations from NaJl of¬ 
ficial. documents proclaiming that 
all persons of Goring blood "be¬ 
long to H itler’s state, no matter 
to which state they have sworn 
alleghmce:” That includes, many 
native and naturalized Americans 
who fiercely resent the aspersion. 

Some Americans, particularly 
some of German birth or blood, 
might wish to lock him up. beat 
him up or heave him out. But, on 
second thought, all who detest 
Hitlerism would prefer to let him 
stay, realizing that every time he 
opens his mouth he aggravates 
the decent hatred of everything he 
represents. 

He is, by paradox, the greatest 
single force against Hitlerism 
now operating among us. If he is 
dangerous at all it is only because 
his insolence might goad this 
country into active participation 
in the war against the loathesome- 
ness of which he is a worthy 
spokesman. 

The Pacific cannot be a Utopia, 
but it can be a good, neighborly 
region.

Keep Politics Out of It 

IT HAS BEEN MADE ABUNDANTLY 
1 clear by the authorities in London and 
Paris that for the time’ being the dispatch 
of Infantry from Canada to Great Britain 
for war service would be more of a hindrance 
than a help. On this account- after consul¬ 
tation with the British government -this 
country’s immediate contribution to the war 
efforts of the Anglo-French allies will take 
the form of airmen and mechanicians. 

As the Vancouver Sun points out, and as 
we already have said in these columns, Can¬ 
ada's policy “is founded on our determina¬ 
tion. to consult Britain in relating our con¬ 
tribution to the Allied cause. For the pres¬ 
ent there will be no expeditionary force. 
There Is today only one front for infantry 
to fight in. It Is the Western Wall, between 
France and Germany. The effect ive ran ge 
of assault here Is something over 100 miles: 
France has 3,000,000 men under arms and 
Britain has joined them with a force. They 
have ail the Infantry they can profitably em¬ 
ploy at the moment.” 

Along similar lines Is the comment of the 
Vancouver Province. Its information—avail¬ 
able to all Canadian newspapers—prompts it 
to say: “For the moment there is no need 
of an infantry contingent from Canada. The 
French and British have more men than they 
can train and equip for immediate service, 
and the presence of a Canadian force of un¬ 
trained men would be more of a nuisance 
than a help. Air Forge pilots and tech¬ 
nicians of various kinds are immediately re¬ 
quired, and Mr. King says these will be re¬ 
cruited at once for dispatch to the scene of 
war.” 

But for some: extraordinary reason the 
Victoria Colonist alludes to Prime Minister 


graphic news agency, Tass, In 
August reported rapid expansion 
of the oil industry and new areas 
prospected.

And with Tur¬ 
key this time on the "Allied” side 
of the fence, instead of the Ger¬ 
man side, Iraq has lost no time 
showing, the world boldly where 
she stands.

ALBERTA GUARD 
ON SABOTAGE 

EDMONTON (CP) 


TORONTO (C* 5 ) -Ontario is! 
prepared to forego any of her 
constitutional rights as a pro¬ 
vince if by doing so she can 
assist the federal government in 
the prosecution of war, Premier 
Mitchell Hepburn declared today. 

Law officers of the provincial 
government are now studying 
certain measures which probably 
will be introduced at the special 
session of the Legislature open 
ing September 19. with respect 
to the control of food and com¬ 
modity prices. It was a ques¬ 
tion. Mr. Hepburn explained, as 
to whether, such control came 
within the jurisdiction of the pro¬ 
vince or of the Dominion. 

“However, we will do our best 
to assist the federal authorities 
to stop profiteering And are 
ready to forego any constitu¬ 
tional rights which may be ob¬ 
stacles to free action by the 
Dominion,” he said. “There is 
no occasion for any increase in 
food crices nor is there any need 
for hoarding.” 

At the same time the Premier 
indicated the improbability of in¬ 
voking legislation such as was 
passed in 1914 to permit muni¬ 
cipalities to borrow money for 
patriotic purposes.

“I was struck by the extra ;, 
ordinary calm in France—thereL 
was no panic - just superb calm 
and grim determination and con 
fidence.” said Miss Eileen Dumble¬ 
ton, who returned home Sun¬ 
day after a hurried trip from 
France, where she was visiting 1 
the Countess Jean de Suzannet, 
formerly of Victoria* four days 
before France declared war. 

Miss Dumbleton Ts the first 
Victorian to return from Europe 
since the late August crisis re¬ 
sulted In war. 

Two weeks ago today she was 
in France. She sailed August 31. 

“The people of France have no 
fear of the outcome they feel 
they arc perfectly prepared, that 
Germany must be crippled—they 
are already talking about march 
ing into Berlin,” Miss Dumbleton 
said, adding Marshal Gamelin. 
head of the Allied forces, was re 
garded as a brilliant hero. In him 
restpd much of their confidence, 
she said. They were su re of him 

Miss Dumbleton crossed the At¬ 
lantic aboarrPSs. Queen -Mary, one 
of 2.331 passengers, a record list. 
The trip was made in four and a 
half days. 

NO LIGtyT FROM SHIP 

Not a speck of light shone at 
night from the gi'eat liner. All 
ports and windows were painted 
grey or black and there were no 
lights on deck. 

“The ship was stiflingly hot 
we were not allowed to open ports 
or windows." she said. 

“But there w^§ no excitement, 
‘although when we heard about the 
Athenia there was some iineasi* 
ness, but we were assured when 
we realized we were so near 
America. 

“None of the passengers could 
send out wireless messages. We 
, believed we were far off our 
course. None of the officers would 
tell us anything. Many of us be¬ 
lieved we were convoyed the first 
night out from France." 

Cots were placed in many of the 
public rooms. Miss Dumbleton 
said. The dining-room w a s 
always crowded, and she marveled 
how calmly the officers and crew- 
handled the thousands of passen¬ 
gers. There was no food short¬ 
age: shipboard life went on as 
usual. ^ 

But the passage was hardly 
pleasant, she said. The big ship 
, ploughed through rough seas with 
all possible speed, there was no 
slowing down, as is usual when in 
rough weather. 

Miss Dumbleton w»s In Paris 
during one of .the blackouts. She 
said there was no disorder, no con 
fusion, although the city was 
pitch black. 

The Countess de Suzannet, now 
a widow, has been training as a 
Red Cross nurse and plans exten¬ 
sive work during the war. * ^ 

I _ The ancestral home of the de 
; Suzannets, the Chateau de la 
| Chardlere. 250 miles from Paris, 

• in Vendee, has been turned into a 
I hospital of 100 beds and there the 
Countess will superintend the 
] hospitalization. Mistress of this 
home at present is the late Count’s 
86 -year-old Spanish stepmother. 

Crossing on the Queen Mary. 
Miss Dumbleton said, she was 
asked innumerable times “Why 
I did Great Britain interest herself 
in Poland?" Americans, she said, 

! could not understand that. 

| Yet she noted sympathy for 
Britain and France and when God 
Save the King was played, after 
the passengers heard King George 
speak, every American aboard 
rose to attention.

A sum of approximately $1,370 
Was spent on the flooring, while 
minor expenditures were made on 
general upkeep and improvement 
work. 

New r shelving was installed, 
shelves were varnisWtil and base¬ 
boards painted. 

ORIGINAL FLOOR 

,The floor previously in use was 
the original surface laid down 
when the present building was 
completed in 1906, following the 
grant of $50,000 made to the in¬ 
stitution by Andrew. Carnegie. 

The site, chosen by the city 
following Mr. Carnegie's offer of 
assistance in 1902. was made 
available through the assistance 
of the late Stephen Jones, who 
contributed $750 to its purchase 
when the figure asked by the 
owner was that much above the 
price the city was prepared to 
pay. 

The origin of the library dates 
back to December 16, 1864. when, 
as the Mechanics’ Institute Liter¬ 
ary Society and Reading Room, 
it was located on Bastion Street. 

By 1899 it had been made a 
free library, located on Broad 
Street. Two years later it was 
moved to the top floor of the 
present City Hall, where James 
McGregor was placed in charge 
as librarian. 

Negotiations for the present 
site were undertaken during the 
period Henry Goward held the 
post of librarian.

“Their main object is to quaran- 
I tine war from the frontiers of 
; America and they are .therefore 
rigidly isolationist," . he said, 
i "These people are in a state of 
despair about the world’s re- 
! generation. They take shelter 
behind their own bulwarks or 
j hide their heads in the sand and 
hope the blast will pass them by. 

NOT COWARDS 

I “It goes without saying that 
cowardice is not part of the 
make-up of the isolationist. The 
intervention of the United States 
in the last war proves that, when 
once her citizens were convinced 
that they must arm in a righteous 
cause which vitally affects their j 
country’s destinies, they fall tp 
with unsurpassable vigor and 
fortitude. ^ 

“We all know persons, and 
sometimes they are our own 
friends and relations, who give 
utterance to such views and we 
have to regard them with the 
greatest sympathy and toleration, 
because it may be their minds 
have been seared by unimaginable 
horrors during t' e last war, or 
their hearts are torn by a pas¬ 
sionate sympathy for human 
misery which we are too coarse¬ 
grained to feel. Anyhow, they | 
speak as their consciences bid. j 
and it is up to us to try and 
understand and to tr to find the 
right answer to their and our 
perplexities. It will not help if 
we mock them.” 

Sir Robert pointed out thrat un¬ 
official pollings of American 
public opinion indicated the I 
average man and woman In the 
United States felt the country 
could not escape being dtawn 
into the world war, partly because 
of the sympathies of the people 
and partly because of its own 
vital interests. 

Sir Richard said “the only true 
remedy to prevent new Kaisers 
and Hitlers from starting up 
periodically and hurling the world 
back into chaos after the present 
conflict would be to remould the 
whole social, financial, political 
and international structure by the 
people, so as to put an end fro 
war, unemployment and poverty."

HELD OVER! 


WASHINGTON, 1 D.C. <AP) — 
Within 30 days after the United 
States declares war if it ever 
does young Johnny Jones, able- 
bodied, unmarried and about 25, 
will be in the army, the first man 
in the country drafted for mili¬ 
tary service. 

Meanwhile, probably 200,000 
already will have volunteered to 
fill peacetime gaps in the regu¬ 
lar army and national guard. 

Three months later, more than 
a million recruits will have fol¬ 
lowed Johnny into the training 
camps and half a million more in 
the navy. 

2,3.V),000 WAITING 

Back home, some 2,350,000 
other potential soldiers and sail¬ 
ors between the ages of 21 and 
30, inclusive, will be waiting for 
the call to arms. 

This is the mobilization picture 
for the first four months of war 
as envisioned by the joint army 
and navy selective service com¬ 
mittee, which has a recruiting 
plan complete to the last detail. 

Formulation of that plan be 
gan soon after the first world 
war, and it has been expanded 
and improved every year since. 
This is how it would work: 

A selective service law, drafted 
lofig ago, would be submitted to 
congress, with the expectation 
that it would be passed immedi¬ 
ately. 

REGISTRATION DAY 

The president would proclaim 
a registration day for all men In 
a* certain age group (probably 21 
to 30 at-first). Some 35 million 
forms would be printed for regis¬ 
tering the first 10 million men. 
About 5.500 local draft boards 
would be created by governors. 

Eight days after the presi- 
dents proclamation, men desig¬ 
nated in the age group would 
register at their voting precincts, 
and regular election officials 
would deliver their registration 
cards to the local boards. 

After the registration lists 
were numbered, checked and pub¬ 
licly posted, questionnaires would 
be sent to all registrants. From 
the information on those forms, 
local boards would classify each 
registrant as follows: 

Class I--Those immediately 
available for service. 

Class II—Those whose service 
would be deferred for a limited 
period because of the importance 
of their jobs Jo the nation. 

Class III — Those whose serv¬ 
ice would be deferred because 
they have families solely de¬ 
pendent on them. 

Class IV — Those whose serv¬ 
ice, for obvious reasons* such as 
physical disability, would be un¬ 
desirable. 

Those in Class I would be 
called for medical examination 
ahd reclassified as (1) physically 
fit for unlimited service, (2) fit 
for limited service or (3) unfit. 
The order in which they would | 
be enrolled would be determined 
by lotteries as the army and navy 
called for them. 

4,100,000 FIGHTERS 

It. is estimated that the nation 
has 11,000,000 men between the 
ages of 21 and 30, with 1,000,000 
more coming of age each year, 
and that the reservoir w’ould pro¬ 
duce about 4,100,000 Class I fight¬ 
ing men In the original draft. 

Inclusion of Class II and III 
and extension of the age limit 
would enlist millions more. 

The selective service commit¬ 
tee figures it would require 30 
days to get the Johnny Joneses 
into the army to fill the first 
quota. Meanwhile, 200,000 men 
would be needed to bring the 
army and national guard to war¬ 
time strength in the first 30 
days. Half a million would be

24 Survivors of 
British Freighter 

Landed In Azores 

HORTA, the Azores (AP) — 
Twenty-four survivors of the 
British ship Gartavon, reaching 
here last night, reported the ship 
was sunk by a German submarine 
which attacked it 300 miles off 
Ushant, France. 

(Lloyd's register lists the Gart¬ 
avon as 1,777 tons, registered out 
of Glasgow, owned by the Gart 
Line Ltd.). 

The Gartavon sailed from 
Gibraltar with a cargo of iron 
ore. The survivors reported the 
German submarine appeared on 
the surface, fired a shot over the 
ship and ordered the crew to 
board lifeboats. 

Then, the survivors reported, 
the submarine proceeded to fire 
44 shells at the Gartavon, and 
finally there was a terrific crash, 
which the survivors said they 
thought Mas the explosion of a 
torpedo. The Gartavon then sank. 

The survivors were brought 
here by the Swedish ship dastor.
